ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in Jefferson County. The geography of this area is defined by 
Interstate 55, Routes 30 and 21, Meramec River to the north and the Mississippi 
River to the east. 


¢ Located in Festus deanery. There are 9 territorial parishes and 4 elementary 
schools. Currently there are 11 diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


¢ Parishes and church buildings are located along Interstate 55, Highway 21, and 
Highway 30, but east-west travel is difficult. 


OUR PLANNING AREA HAS BEEN GROWING 
SLIGHTLY, WITH AN AGING POPULATION 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 4% from 2010. 
The population 55 or older increased from 18% in 2000 to 29% in 2020. 


15% of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. 


Median household income in the area is $66,481, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 781 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 13% from 5 years ago. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 716. 


There are 782 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 40% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ St. Joseph parish is by far the largest parish and has the largest school in the Festus 
Deanery and Jefferson County. But the parish had humble beginnings in a quaint, small 
Mississippi River community of Kimmswick which began in 1876. For generations, this 
was a small parish, but the area began to grow in the 1970s and as it began to grow 
rapidly, a new location was needed. So in 1998, the parish moved to its new location and 
built a new church and school and, more recently, offices and a large parish center. 


¢ This is a parish of 2000 households and 333 students in the parish school. The parish 
church seats 500. The parish manages its own cemetery which is located at the previous 
parish location in Kimmswick. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ After rapid growth in the two previous decades, population growth slowed to 
6% between 2010 and 2020. But population is still up 80% over the past 30 
years. 


¢ Growth in the parish seems to have plateaued but baptisms are strong though 
declining slightly, school enrollment has grown, Mass attendance pre-COVID 
had actually grown, but PSR enrollment is declining. 


¢ Offertory is growing, but the parish will need to continue to grow revenues 
faster than expense to pay down its debt. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS GROWN RAPIDLY IN THE LAST 30 YEARS 
BENEFITING FROM MIGRATION FROM SOUTH COUNTY 


¢ Though growth has slowed from previous decades, the parish has 
continued to grow and has the largest population of any parish 
area in Jefferson County 
¢ Location along I-55 and Highways 61 and 67 have facilitated 
travel into St. Louis City and St. Louis County 


¢ Though the area is aging somewhat, with the percent people age 
55 older doubling in the last 30 years from 12% to 24%, this is the 
youngest demographic area in Jefferson County. 


¢ Median household income is $75,300 which is above the Diocesan 
average of $60,700. 


* 19% of the resident population is Catholic which is the highest in 
the county (compared to 18% for the diocese), reflecting the 
migration from heavily Catholic South St. Louis County.
